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California farmers, constantly 
Striving to lower the costs of pro- 
ducing and marketing their commo- 
dities in an effort to achieve a fair 
margin of profit, naturally have a 
vital interest in any and all propos- 
als which would reduce freight 
rates and make for more efficient, 
economicai transportation. 


Two such proposals—S. B. 1115 
and 1672—are now pending before 
the State Legislature and will have 
the support of the California Farm 
Bureau Federation, the Agricultural] 
Council of California and other 
state-wide farm organizations. 

Designed to repeal! Sections 13'- 
and 32% of the Public Utilities Act, 
under which the State Railroad 
Commission has fixed rates for ali 
carriers on uniform and high 
enough basis to return a profit to 
the more costly and less efficient. 
transportation agencies, the new 
bills will lay down this basic prin- 
ciple as a guide to the rate-mak- 
ing agency: 

“That the legislative policy of 
this State is to establish as the go- 
ing rates the lowest of the lawful 
rates so determined for the cheapest 
and most economical form of trans- 
portation. whatever that may be.” 

In effect, the remedia! 
tion will place the public interest 
first guaranteeing farmers and 
shippers the lowest cost transporta- 
tion available. The same policy al- 
ready has been laid down by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission with 
respect to interstate shipments, the 
Commission holding that “The pub- 
lic interests, the advancement of 
which is the main purpose of the 
jaw, does not require that one trans- 
portation agency be protected from 
the competition of another when 
such competition results from the 
ability of the latter to render ade- 
quate and efficient service at lower 
cost to itself and lower resulting 
charges to the public.” 

Under the existing law. due to the 
fact that the Railroad commission 
has constructed Sections 13!) and 
32'. of the Public Utilities Act as a 
mandate to fix minimum rates for 
all forms of transportation which 
would return a profit to the least 
efficient and most costly carrier, 
there have been repeated instances 
in which rail rates have been or- 
dered increased, or proposed reduc- 
tions enjoined, even when the rail- 
roads joined with shippers in pro- 
testing that the higher rates were 
unnecessary. 

The Commission has held. in such 
that inasmuch as highway trucking 
companies could not haul profitably 
at rates which were adequate to the 
railroads. it was compelled to fix 
higher rates to guarantee 
margin of profit to the trucking con- 
cerns.

HANGE NOTED 


Viewpoint Altered On 
Major Constitutional 
Question 2nd Time In Year

WASHINGTON, ‘l!) For the 

second time within a the Su- 
preme Court has altered its view- 
point on major constitutiona: 
question to agree with Justice Hugo 
L. Black. 

In May, 1938. Black urged that 
the century-old doctrine of recipro- 
cal immunity of state and federal 
employes be overruled. Yesterday 
the court specifically overruled that 
doctrine and decreed that no con- 
stitutional bar exists to reciprocal! 
taxaion of state and federal 
ployes. 

In February. 1938, Black, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's first appointee to 
the high court, urged that federai 
courts should be bound, in matters 
not covered by written law, by rules 
of the courts of the state in which 
they are sitting. In April, 1938, the 
court promulgated such’a rule, and 
specifically discarded an 1842 doc- 
trine providing that in such cases | 
federal courts must exercise their 
own judgment. 

It was recalled also that on an- 
other occasion, the court re-consid- 
ered a patents decision when parties 
to the action asked for reargument | 
on grounds first advanced by Black | 
in dissenting from the original rul+ 
ings. On this occasion, however, the 
court affirmed its first ruling. 

While the court yesterday 
creating a new precedent, Justice 
Felix Frankfurter was serving 
tice that he planned to revive a ju- 
dicial custom not practiced for ap- 
proximately 100 years. He announc- 
ed that he considered it ‘‘appropri- 
ate,” when important rulings are 
rendered, for each justice individu- 
ally to “add a few remarks” to the 
majority opinion and clearly state 
his own views.
